| ing to the City of Albany greatly 
expanded uses of its tidelands fac- 
ing on Sah Francisco Bay. The 
measures is co-sponsored by As- 
semblyman Don Mulford (R., 
Berkeley), 

Enactment of the bill will vir- 
tually double the land area of 
Albany, once the necessary fill 
operations have been completed. 
Albany, surrounded by neighbor- 
ing cities, has no-place to grow 
but into the Bay area.
